STATE INSPECTOR WILL START 

CRUSADE NEXT WEEK. 

Many Complaints Made That in Apart- 
ment Boildings Youths Under 16 
Years of Age Are Employed to Run 
the Lifts in Violation of the Law— 
Inspection to Be Thorough — Two 
More Firms Fined for Child Law 
Violations, 


Apartment houses where boys under 16 
years of age have been allowed to run ele- 
vators may expect visits from the state 
factory inspectors within the next few days. 
No complaints against any one building have 
as yet been made to Chief Inspector Edgar 
D. Davies, but the state bureau has been 
advised from several quarters that the field 
is one worth rigid inquiry. Additional in- 
spectors will be employed for the work, which 
is expected to begin the first of next week. 

Under the new child labor law, which has 
been effective since July 1, no child under 
16 years of age can be employed to operate 
an elevator or to assist in operating one. 
This is,a class of work in which school cer- 
tificates have no standing. The employment 
is placed in the list of those dangerous to a 
child's welfare, and the prohibition is abso- 


lute. 

The concert halls and many theaters also 
are promised trouble from the application of 
this provision of the law, through the follow- 
ing clause: 

** No child under the age of 16 shall be em- 
ployed in any theater, concert hall, or place 
of amusement wherein liquors 
are soid,”’ 

Three convictions were secured yesterday, 
two before Justice Severson: and one before 
Justice Max L. Wolff, on the charge of work- 
ing children more than eight hours.

DRIVERS START A CAMPAIGN 
ABAINST OVERCHARGES.

President Samuel Gompers of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor has been placed 
under surveillance by the officers of the Anti- 
Boycott association, which is preparing to 


prosecute him for declaring certain’ manu- 


facturers on the “ unfair list ’ of organized 
labor. 

For years President Gompers has published 
monthly the names of companies which he 
regarded as opposed to union labor. Some 
of the firmis have suffered heavily as a re- 


sult, their employés have left them, and rivals 


have secured their business. Many of them 
have been forced to right their accounts with 
the unions in order to remain in business. 

“It is a wonder that Gompefs has not been 
prosecuted before,” said A. C. Allen, the 
Chicago attorney of ‘the Anti-Boycott asso- 
ciation. ‘*‘ There has been evidence against 
him 
out letters which we believe are illegal, and 
we are determined to call a halt. 

“In the east the representatives of the as- 
sociation are watching his every move. He 
cannot continue his present course much 
longer and escape prosecution.”’ 


Local League Is Organized. 

The local manufacturers, among whom are 
the Kellogg Switchboard and Supply com- 
pany and John M. Stiles, have formed a com- 
mittee to have charge of the Anti-boycott 


association’s affairs in the west. This body 


will hold weekly meetings and be prepared to

Heat| Causes Stokers’ Strike: 


Worn out by the excessive heat, the stokers 
of the Christopher Columbus refused to work 
yesterday morning, and took a vacation, 
Their action came near ruining the plans of 
1,500 excursionists, for the Goodrich com- 
pany had to scurry about to find men to 
take their places.

FROM HOUSES TO FLATS. ~ 

During the last ten years Ohicagoans 
have shown a more pronounced tendency to 
forsake houses for flats than the people of 
any American city except San Francisco. 
In 1890 of all dwellings in Chicago 60.4 per 
cent were inhabited by one family; 22.4 per 
cent by two families, 17.1 by three or more 
families. There was.an average of 1.7 per 


‘cent families to dweHing. In 1900 


the. percentage of dwellings inhabited by 
gne family had decreased to 53.7, and the 
“percentage of those inhabited by two fam- 
ilies bad increased to 26.6, and of those 
occupied by three or more to 19.7. There 
was an average of 1.9 families to each 
dwelling. 

Only 44.8 per cent of New Yorkers oc- 
cupy houses, while Philadelphia, on the 
other band, merits its title of the city of 
homes. In 1800, 92.8 per Gent of its fam- 
ilies lived in ‘hoyses, while in 1900 the pro- 
portion had increased to 93.1, a remarkable 
showing for such a big city and a still more 
remarkable tendency. Perbaps Philadel- 
phia is considered sleepy because so many 
of its inhabitants are family men, who, after 
the day's work, retire contentedly to their 
‘homes careless of what the world does or 
thinks. 

What the rule is about the concentration 
of people in flats, hotels, or tenements is 
difficult to ascertain. New York’s crowd- 
ing may be well explained by lack of room, 
bat Chicago is not troubled in that way. it 
is @ common sight in this city to see huge 
fiat buildings going up in the midst of vast 
fields of vacant lots. The movement tv 
fate cannot be explained wholly on the 
grounds of economy or such cities as Phila- 
delphia, St. Paul, Washington, Baltimore, 
Louisville, and especially Providence would 
not progress the other way. Nor would the 
felation between flats and houses remain 

practically stationary in Indianapolis, jer. 
‘sey City, Cincinnati. A general ecouomic 
Jaw would operate alike in all cities. 

It must be in a lerge degree fashion which 
produces in a city the tendency from Louses 
fo fats, or vice versa. A young couple gets 
married at a time when most of their friends 


Hve in flats. When they set up housekeep-. 


ing they are apt to fall in with the pre- 
wailing tendency. In a different city they 
would have followed a different custom. 
The great drift towards flats in Chicago 
bas another reinforcement besides fashion 
namely, the combination of badly kept 
etreets and wretched transportation facil- 
ities. The comparatively few etreets which 
sre well kept up and whien are passably 
served by étreet cars are far more desir- 
able to live upon than the many rtreets 
Sehich have poor pavements or none at all 
end from which it is possible to reach the 
gown town district only after much toil and 
time, Consequently there is a scramble to 
get upon those few streets, the price of 
property goes up, and lots become too ex- 
pensive for a single family of ordinary 
means to occupy, People.must double up 
on the coati lots of the favored streets: 
Thia hypothesis in a menenre explains the 
nnomolous sight of flats rising up out on 
the prairies. In Philadelphia, on the other

OBSTRUCTING THE SIDEWALKS. 
For a few days all who wished to walk 
on the east side of Fifth avenue immediately 
north of Lake street were greatly incom- 
moded by a temporary fence across the 
sidewalk. The firm at the corner was moyv- 
ing outg and as heavy goods had to be han- 
dled alleged it would not be safe to let 
4 pedestrians pass by uptil the work was fin- 
ished.. The firm could have moved much of 
its stuff by night and thus have occasioned 
the public less inconvenience, but that 
would have costwnore, and would have re- 
quired a degree of consideration for the 
rights and the comfort of others which is pot 
invariably found in Chicage business men. 
The firm got a permit to put up a fence, but 
it became such a nuisance and so many cota- 
plaints were made regarding it that the com- 
missioner of public works revoked the per- 
mit and had the obstruction removed. | 
Perhaps the iucident will call the atten- 
tion of the commissioner to the general sub- 
ject of sidewalk obstructions and the ia- 
convenience to which the public is put by 
them. The fence across the Fifth avenue 
sidewalk was a temporary interference with 
travel on one side of the street. If the com- 


at least one thoroughfare the sidewalks on 
both sides of which are more or less ob- 
structed every day in the week, except 
Sunday, and every week iu the year. This 
does not refer to South Water street, where 
the conditions are such that the dealers have 
to use the sidewalks as part of their stores. 
“ee lek refers particularly to that part of Michi- 
gan avenue north of Randolph street, where 
the sidewalks are largely used as shipping 
yards and storehouses. It is\undoubtgdly 
a great convenience and economy for mer- 
chants to use, free of charge, valuable land 
which would command a large rental jf it 
could be rented, but the practice is inequita- 
} ble, if not illegal, and it causes sore annoy- 
ance to the public. 

There is ap ordinance concerning “ stor- 
age on sidewalks."’ Doubtless the commis- 
sioner of public works is familiar with its 
provisions. Perhaps he can be induced to 
foot it along that part of Michigan avenue 
north of Randolph and see whether he is 
able to discover any viojations of the ordi- 
nance. If he has ordinarily good eyesight 
he will discover them, and if regardful of 
his duty will proceed to discipline the of- 
fenders. 

Probably it is, vain to look to the city 
authorities for the improvement of condi- 
tions on Michigan avenue. They are not in 
the habit of meddling with venerable abuses 
which benefit prominent “ citizens.” . There 
may be no ehange for the better until the 
@yenue is made the boulevard it ought to be. 
Then the property will become too valuable 
té be used for wihiolesale business, and the 
sidewalks will cease to be shipping yards. 


HOW NOT TO DO IT.. 
The civil service commission was in- 
formed by an employé of the health depart- 
‘ment, who appeared before it as a witness 
in the case of a plumbing inspector charged 
with neglect of duty—he failed to inspect 
seven buildings to be occupied by ninety 
families—that “it is the rule of the depart- 


‘notify the office when he commences to in- 
stall and when he has installed plumbing.” 
One of the commissioners asked the wit- 
néss; “Then, if the plumber fails to notify 
you no inspector is sent to make an in- 
spection?” The answer was: “ No, we do 
not have inspectors enough to hunt up 
buildings.” 

The rule saves some health department 
employés and dishonest plumbers much 
trouble. The sufferers from it are the fam- 
ilies which rent houses or flats where the 
plumbing has not heen inspected and is bad. 
The plumbers who have regard for the pub- 
lic health and who intend to comply with 
the ordinances will notify the deprrtment, 
and their work—which usually needs no 
inspection—will be inspected. The plumb- 
ers who for some reason wish to violate the | 
ordinances will not notify the department 
and their bad work will not be inspected. It 
is difficult to find a more beautiful iljustra- 
tion of “ how not to do it.” — 

It appears that the health department has_ 
no inspectors “to hunt up buildings.” It 
has been assumed by people‘ who do act 
know how incompetent city officials can be 
when they seriously set their minds to it 
that the plumbing inspection bureau was in 
touch with the building department, which 
knows in most cases that buildings are 
going up long before it is time to instail 
plumbing. If the plumbing inspector in a

For his 
er, Lady Arabella Fermor, was the daughter 
ahd ultimate heiress of the fourth earl of 
Pomfret, a peerage which became extinct 
with the death of his son, the fifth earl, when 
the estates, which had been in the Fermor 
family for many centuries, passed into the 
possession of Lady Arabella Hesketh, whose 
husband, the late Sir Thomas Hesketh, was 
authorized by the crown to assume both the 
arms of the earls of Pomfret and their patro- 
nymic of Fermor in conjunction with his own. 

Easton Neston, the principal country seat 
of Sir Thomas and Lady Fermor Resketh, 
comes to them from the earls of Pomfret, who 
may be said to have owed its possession to 
Will Summers, the fool and jester of King 
Henry VIII. 

The latter hed been greatly incensed by the 
hospitality and protection accorded by the 
Fermor of his day towards a proscribed 
Catholic priest, and in consequence thereof 
threw the master of Easton Neston into 
prison, and confiscated his property. The 
jester, who had been indebted to the Fermors 
for many kindnesses, having been brought 
up on their estates, showed hfinself a true 
friend, and so effective did his influence 
prove with the king that Mr. Fermor was 
not only pardoned but likewise restored to 
the possession of pe te estates.

King Louls XIV. maintained at the court 
of King Charles IIl., jn whose favor she ob- 
tained so high a place that he created her 
duchess of Portsmouth, subsequently con- 
ferring the dukedom of Richmond upon 
her sons.
